She created the critically acclaimed Divas Simply 
Singing!, an evening of song and entertainment that has become one of the most highly anticipated 
AIDS benefits in Hollywood. Ms. Ralph has added the critically acclaimed one-woman show 
Sometimes I Cry, written, directed and performed by Ralph herself, about the lives, loves, and losses 
of women infected and affected by HIV/AIDS to her list of outstanding credits. Sometimes I Cry 
touches the heart leaving audiences around the world deeply moved and encouraged to know their 
HIV status. Ms. Ralph was awarded the first Red Ribbon Award at the UN for her unique use of the 
arts in HIV/AIDS activism.
